U. S. Senator DANIEL AKAKA. One of the matters that KUWATA 
was previously involved in concerns the alleged improper 
campaign funding by CHARLES KEATING, JR., dba LINCOLN SAVINGS 
AND LOAN, of the senatorial campaign of U. S. Senator ALAN 
CRANSTON. Complainant indicated that KUWATA has now arrived 
in Hawaii to assist in the campaign of U. S. Senator AKAKA and

You have requested that this office, and the FBI Field office 
in Honolulu, take appropriate action to determine whether a voter 
registration drive apparently being conducted in Hawaii by an 
organization called Hui Hotala, violates federal law, and if so to 
stop it from doing so. 


In your letter and during our telephone conversation, you 
stated that the segment of the Hawaiian population targeted for 
voter registration by Hui Hotala favors candidates of the 
Democratic Party over candidates of the Republican Party. You also 
stated that Hui Ho'tala is funded largely by revenues derived from 
the Bishop Estate of Hawaii, an organization which is exempt from 
federal taxation, and possibly from state and federal sources. 


I gave the materials you sent me to the Director of the 
Election Crimes Branch of my Section so that he could review and 
analyze this matter. The jurisdiction of the Justice Department's 
Criminal Division extends only to the investigation and 
prosecution of violations of federal criminal laws. We do not 
have any authority to enjoin ongoing violations of the law in 
matters such as the one you allege here, involving the process by 
which individuals are registered to vote. Furthermore, under the 
facts you have provided, there does not appear to be a sufficient 
indication that a federal criminal law has been violated to
